President Truman today proposed 


broad five-point national health 
program, recommending Unit Con- 
gress adopt a compulsory national 
health insurance system for the 
prepayment of medical costs. 
Stressing lluil what he was rec- 
ommending was 
"not 
socialized 


medicine," Ihe president set forth 
his program in a lengthy message 
lo the House and Senate. 


Mr, Truman's basic recommend- 


ations for legislative action were: 


1. Federal c.id for construction 


of hospitals, health centers 
and 


other facilities where 
they 
are 
needed. 


2. Increased use of federal funds 
lo expand cooperative state-feder- 
al public health, 
maternal 
and 
child health services. 


8. Federal aid to support more 
adequate 
professional 
education 


and the advancement of research 
on the cause, prevention and cure 
of cancer and mental illnesses. 


4. A compulsory national health 


insurance system to assure pre- 
payment of medical costs under a 
plan which would leave patients 
Iree to choose their own doctors 
and hospitals. 


5. Disability insurance for 
pro- 


tection against loss of wages be- 
cause of sickness and disability. 


The president urged Congress to 
give careful consideration to his 
program now. The nation's eco- 
nomic productivity, he said, will 
increase in direct ratio to improve 
men I in the national health. 


"Appreciation 
of

achievements in medicine and pub- 
lic hodlth has created widespread 
demand that they be fully applied

ncw car prices just announced. 


OPA is allowing automakers — 


generally —- lo charge four to 12 
per cent more for the new cars 
than they got in 1942. 


Thai's what they'll charge

dealer when he buys from them. 
But when you buy from the dealer 
the price will bo only one to nine 
per cent higher. 


i In some eases the manufactur- 


ers' price, and therefore the deal- 
ers' price, will be lower than in 


1942. This deals only with the-in- 
creases, i 
The reason the dealer will charge 


you a smaller percentage of 
in- 


crease than he pays the manufac- 
turer is this: 


OPA is forcing dealers to absorb 
some of the higher prices allowed 
the manufacturers. OPA is allow- 
ing automakers increases on the 
grounds that production costs are 
higher than in 1941. 


This is why OPA thinks it's fair 
to make dealers absorb a chunk of 
the increase. 


Before the war, dealers' 
profit 


margin on selling 
new cars was 


about 24 per cent. 
For example — a dealer paid $760

Announced 
by OP A

Washington, Nov. 19 — (UP) — 
The car-hungry public was told to- 
day that new 1940 model automo- 
biles will sell for about the same 
average retail 
prices 
that 
vailed in January of 1942. 


The OPA, after a series of de- 
lays, finally announced its "anti- 
inflation" reconversion pricing for- 
mula but included specific dollars 
and cents ceilings for only 
two 
companies, Ford and Sludebakcr. 
On other makes, however, it gave 
the public definite information on 
what to expert. 


In general, Fords will sell at re- 


Lail at two per cent higher than in 
1842; Sludebakcr, nine per 
cent 
higher; General Motors products 
(Chevrolet, 
Ponliac, 
Oldsmobilc, 


Buick and Cadillac) 2.5 per cent 
lower; and Chrysler products (Ply- 
mouth, Dodge, DC Solo and Chrys- 
ler) about one per cent higher. 


Information still is being 
pre- 
pared on Packard, Nash and Hud- 
son prices. 


The OPA did not explain spe- 


cifically why average General Mo- 
tors prices would be lowered while 
others were increased. It said only 
that the move was indicated by 
information submitted by GM it- 
self. 


Price Chief Chester Bowles said 
that average factory prices, apart 
from extra costs for specification 
changes, would be 3.5 per cent 
higher than in 1942. But to the 
buying public he gave this assur- 
ance: 


"This increase in factory prices 


will nol be passed through to the 
car buyer. Dealers' normal 
pre- 
war initial margins will be uni- 
formly reduced by 2.5 per ccntage 
points, -which will assure the 1942 
retail prices on the average for all 
cars. Because of the limination or 
reduction in the losses which they 
formerly wera forced to take on 
used cars, dealers arc, however, 
assured

considerably

Bowles did not close the door en-

Iran Rebels

at birth, but the average patient 
seeking relief usually is past 40. 
Although varicose vicns are

common in men as in women, the 
women outnumber men three to 
one in having them treated, large- 
ly because of their unsightly ap- 
pearance. 


Varicose veins result from

ure 
of the outer vein to support 


the column of blood between the 
ankle and the groin.

is an inner vein and this vessel

Vein trouble may

at birth, but the average patient 
seeking relief usually is past 40. 
Although varicose vicns are 
as 


common in men as in women, the 
women outnumber men three to 
one in having them treated, large- 
ly because of their unsightly ap- 
pearance. 


Varicose veins result from 
fail- 


ure 
of the outer vein to support 


the column of blood between the 
ankle and the groin.

is an inner vein and this vessel

performed on Russian, Polish, Jew- 
ish and Czech inmales in order to 
gain scientific information of the 
benefit of 
the 
German 
armed 


forces, Blaha testified. 


One of them was the so-called 
"air pressure" experiment. It was 
carried out under the direction of 
a Luftwaffe major, Dr. 
Rasche, 


and aimed 
to determine effect of 
sudden pressure changes. 
Twenty to 25 men, Blaha said, 
were herded into a pressure cham- 
ber and the pressure varied sud- 
denly. Most of them died within a 
few minutes, <.ind some later after 
agonized hours. 
The pressure experiments pro- 


duced hemorrhages of the ears and 
nose. Brain hemorrhages caused 
most of the deaths. Other reults 
included embolisms of Ihe heart, 
stomach lesions, and blood clots.

He wanted then 
to call his new venture the Bank 
of America, but the name was 
copyrighted. Not until 1930, after 
purchase by the growing Bank of 
llaly of B. of A. holdings was the 
original intention realized. 


Chiefly, 
the 
unorthodox young 


bank made loans lo small inves- 
tors among San Francisco's llalian- 
American population. A. P. scan- 
dalized conservative bankers by the 
risks he took. But his faith was 
justified. 


When Ihe enterprise was only 


two years old, the 1906 earthquake 
and lire wiped out the old tavern. 
Hiking 20 miles from his San Mateo 
home on the morning of the dis- 
aster, Giannini found his bank a 
shambles. Employees were already 
removing 
money 
and 
securities 


from the vaults, but the fire was 
only three blocks away. 
Giannini 


borrowed two produce wagons, and 
under loads of oranges, hauled the 
bank's assets to his home. 
OPEN AIR BANK 
"The money smelled of orange 


juice for weeks." he recalls. 
The dav aftor the disaster, A. P. 


sel up a desk in Ihe open air among 
smouldering ruins of Ihe cily. He 
made loans on sighl even lo cus- 
lomcrs of other banks, on what he 
called his "Calamity Day' books. 


Today, a towering 11-slory build- 


ing aboul a stone's throw from the 
original tavern is testimony to sue 
cess of the Giannini banking meth- 
ods. That's the homo office of 495 
branches, and 52 sub-branches in 
mililary camps. The founder-pres- 
ident, who nominally has retired in 
favor of his son "L. M.", maintains 
a desk on the top floor of the mail- 
office. 
He disdains the luxury o 


a private suite, answers his own 
telephone', talks to anybody who 
wants to sco him.

A. P. endowed a half million dol 
lar foundation to provide higher

Shigrru Honjo, accused war crini- 
miual and reputed ringleader in the 
conquest of Manchuria, committed 
hara-kiri today loss than 24 hours 
after he was ordered arrested. 


The baron was lying on his right 


side in a pool of blood in his office 
at Ihe former Japanese War Col- 
lege 
when 
Allied reporters and 


photographers arrived. 


Blood still ce;-.ed from the body 


and 
the 
hill 
of 
his ceremonial 


sword was thnisl up from Ihc sheet 
which nartly covered the body. A 
small cup containing lea dregs was 
beside the body. 


The old-line officer performed Ihe 
Japanese hara-kiri ritual by slash- 
ing his stomach cross wise, than 
cutting his throat. 


But instead of Ihc ritualistic ki- 
mono, Honjo wore his army uni- 
form. His upthiust bools were high- 
ly polished. 


Honjo, one of 11 war leaders of 


the pasl imperialistic decade 
or- 


dered imprisoned yesterday, 
died 


shortly after his secretary 
found 


lis slashed body on his office floor.

Hermann Goering, 
the

Nazi, broke the ice. Goering, wear- 
ing a light giay uniform without 
insignia, walked just 
ahead 
of 
Hess. Strangely, he looked health- 
ier and more fit than in the days 
when he had bossed the Luftwaffe. 


Goering haif-lurned once, with 


cynical smile, and mutlered some- 
thing lo Hess. The former depuly 
fuehrer laughed bleakly and gave 
a short reply. Goering moisted his 
lips wilh his longue and turned 
-away. 


Afler taking his seat, however, 
Hess became less tense. He stared 
at the others who were filing in. 
This was his first public appear- 
ance since he had parachuted down 
into Scotland on May 10, 1941, aftei 
his mysterious flight from Augs- 
burg.. Apparently!,-.-he-was-•• just be* 
ginning to enjoy the excitement of 
it. 


Once he leaned 
forward 
and 


spoke to Joachim von Ribbentrop, 
Hitler's foreign minister. 


His conversation appeared 
al- 


most animated, as if his rigid re- 
serve might collapse 
completely, 
but there \vas still no suggestion of 
comradeship between them. 


But Hess slill refused to have 


anything to do with those 
who 


were trying him. A French inter- 
preter, who hac assisted the psy- 
chialrisls in Iheir 
examinations, 
stopped and spoke lo him.

Ta Kung Pao said the generalis-
